LONDON, Nov. 29.—General Roberts tele- 
"graphs to the War office that De Wetsdorp 
was surrendered to the Boers on Nov. 23. 
Four hundred men and two guns were cap- 
tured by the burghers after the British had 
lost fifteen men killed and forty-two 
wounded. 

Lord Roberts’ dispatch furnishes the most 
startling proof that the war in south Africa 


i still full of vigor. It is poor consolation 
that the British have since reoccupied 


the town after the Boers had withdrawn. 

To add to Great Britain's uneasiness, the 
news comes from Paris tonight that Presi- 
dent Kruger has made an unexpected change 
in his plans, and that instead of going to the 
Netherlands for a long rest, will start on 
Saturday for Berlin. The reason for this 
aden change in his program is not ex- 
plained, but in political circles on the con- 
tinent it is asserted that he has received 
adviees which encourage him to believe that 
the Kaiser is ready to join with the other 
powers in insisting on arbitration. .

Lerd Roberts’ full dispatch follows: 

“It is reported from De Wetsdorp that the 
garrison, consisting cf two guns of the 
Sixty-eight Field Battery and detachmen:s 
of the Gloucestershire Regiment, the High- 
land Light Infantry, and Irish Rifles, a total 
of about 400 men, surrendered at 5:20 p. m., 
Nov. 23.

“The enemy are said to have been 2,000

Rush street bridge early yesterday morning, 
pursued him down Michigan street, beat him 
almost into insensibility, robbed him of $9, 
and then cast him into the Chicago River.

Molten Glass Under Crowd. 

At the north side of the building stood the 
glass furnace, 30 feet long and 12 feet wide.

The exterior heat on top of this furnace at 
the time of the accident is said to have been 
500° Fahrenheit. This is where at least fifty 
of the unfortunates fell when the roo 
crashed in.

Those who were not so seriously injured 
hurried to the ald of their friends: Excep’ 
for the timely aid of these crippled, half 
conscious ones the death list would hav 
been tripled. 


Prompt Work of Rescue. 

The polfce and fire department were 2008 
at hand, and every patrol wagon and ambu- 
lance In the city was summoned. They were 
not enough, and express wagons and private 
carriages were pressed into en to carry 
off the dead and wounded. 

The roof of the glass works was not 200 
feet away from the football field, but the 
20,000 people watching the game were too in- 
terested in the game to notice what had oc- 
curred. It was only when the ushers went 
through the vast crowd calling for doctors 
that it became known there had been an ac- 
cident. Hundreds of people left the grounds 
and gathered about the fence inclosing the 
glass works. The police kept them back with 
difficulty, while the patrol wagons and ambu- 
lances dashed through the crowd on they 
way to and from the hospitals.

“ When I entered the building the groans 
and cries were pitiable.“ said Meyers.

A dozen men who had es- 
caped the furnace were lying on the hard 
floor with bruised faces and broken limbs.

Crowd Beyond Control. | 

James H. Davis, general manager of the 
fan Francisco and Pacific glass works, was 
watching the game of football from an open 
window when the accident happened. 

„I felt nervous all the time and I feared 
that something terrible would happen,” he 
said. “We did everything possible in our 
power to prevent it. The building was block- 
aded and we had employed special watchmen 
to keep the crowds back. The crowd was 
simply frantic. We advised people of the 
danger and told them positively that they 
would not be permitted to enter. I sup- 


that everything was all right until one 


of the employés informed me that they had 


‘broken down the gate and were climbing on 


the roof. 
“The crowd was overwhelming the city. 


The police had all they could attend and we 
were simply powerless. The plant was in 
course of construction and our arrange- 
ments to prevent invasion were necessarily 
incomplete. 

„As it was we were running on our usual 
schedule and the furnace heat was terrific. 
It was at least 500° on the outside and the 
brick work was at almost white heat. The 
agony of the poor unfortunates who fell upon 
the furnace must have been frightful.“

When the prostrate player was reached he 
was found to be unconscious. Efforts on the 
part of players and spectators to revive him 
were of no avail, and Dr. S. H. Hozoranion 
was summoned. 


: Dies Three Hours Later. 

After working over the injured man for 
several minutes the physician ordered his 
removal to the home of Thomas Tur- 
ner, 11843 Morgan avenue. There the phy- 
siclan worked over him for three hours, but 
his efforts were fruitless, and Todd died 
shortly after 7 o'clock. The body was re- 
moved to his home, 11710 Lowe avenue.

It was light, fast men against heavy, slow 
ones, and the little men won in the cleanest, 
gamest fight for football honors that Mar- 
shall Field patrons have been permitted to 
see this year. Little time was taken out 
and there was little or no wrangling, though 
every inch of the ground was flercely con- 
tested, Time after time a first down was 
gained or lost by inches. 

During the first half it was either team’s 
game, and the ball sea-sawed back and forth 
over the entire field. Michigan first took 
the ball from Chicago on a fumble and 
bucked it straight down the field forty yards 
for atouchdown. Then it was Chicago's turn 
and, receiving the ball on Michigan’s return 
kick, she also gave a startling exhibition 
of line bucking.

In the sec- 
ond half, however, Chicago’s defense im- 
proved materially, and Mchigan was fre- 
quently forced to kick. 


Formation Is Effective. 


Stage’s new formation, with a man behind 
the full back and the one end shifting back 
and forth from one side of the line to the 
other, did the business. Against this Michi- 
gan presented a formation something like 
Iowa's, but with slow men it failed in et- 
fectiveness. 

The game brought out three surprises to 
the maroon rooters—Perkins’ work at full, 
Sheldon’s work at half, and Bodwell’s work 
at guard. Perkins covered himself with 
glory and his name will be placed high in 
Chicago’s football hall of fame. His line 
bucks brought the rooters to their feet time 
and again and rivaled those of Slaker last 
year. This was Perkins’ first game. | 
Sheldon proved ‘himself to be a ground 
gainer at half back, fit to be the running 
mate of Jimmy Henry. The two Jimmies ”’ 
did excellent work and easily outclassed the 
Michigan halfs. The Captaincy for next 
year lies between two men, who, though 
rivals in this respect, are the closest of 
friends. 

Bodwell, who has been a ub half back 
all year, was put in at the last minute against 
Kelly, the big 218 pound Michigan guard, 
and cleanly outplayed his man.

Rich Is a Factor. 


In connection with Perkins’ work we must 
not forget the man behind the gun,” Ted- 
die Rich. Although he rarely carried the 
ball himself, his pulling and pushing was the 
large factor in Pekins' gains, and in going 
down on punts he frequently nailed Sweeley 
in his tracks. 

Horton, who played shifting end, was tn 
evidence at all stages of the game and did 
clever work at boxing the tackle and half 
back. 

The tackles were more easily matched, al- 
though Atwood seemed to have a little the 
best of the argument.

DEATH IN STRIKE Hof 


FATAL ENCOUNTER IN STREETS OF 
SAN ANTONIO. 


Non-Union Lineman Kills Two Men and 
Wounds One Dering Fight—Peolice- 
man het Through the Heart—Im- 
ported Workmen Attacked by Union 
Members and Trouble Follows— 
Eighteen Arrests Made in the Case— 


San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 29.—[{Special.j— 
In a riot this morning between striking elec- 
tricians and their sympathizers on one hand 
and a batch of non-union linemen, under 
protection of a squad of police on the other, 
Patrolman Will Lacey and a striker, named 
O. D. Blanton were killed; Martin Wright, 
President of the Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, was shot through the arm; Sandy. 
Smith, a non-union lineman, beaten almost 
to death; and several others were more or 
less injured. 

Smith, the non-union lineman, did the kill- 
ing and wounding. He is in jail charged 
with murder. 

So far eighteen arrests have resulted from 
the trouble. A number of special Deputy 
Sheriffs were sworn in and are guarding the 
Menger Hotel, where Vice President Pet- 
tingill of the Telephone company, is staying; 
the Mahnke Hotel, where several non-union 
linemen were lodged; and the county jail, 
where Smith and the others are. 

The fight took place under the windows 
of the Travis Park Methodist Church, while 
a union Thanksgiving service was being 
preached. A striker, named L. M. Phillips, 
struck at Smith, the non-union Mneman. 
Policeman Lacey grappled with Phillips. 
Smith fired three shots. The first bullet 
went through Policeman Lacey’s heart, the 
second went through the body of Blanton 
one of the strikers, and the third bullet grazed 
the body of President Martin Wright, di- 
rectly over his heart, and pierced his left 
arm. By this time Smith and the other non- 
union men were overpowered. Smith was 
imported here from Little Rock, Ark., where 
he was formerly in the saloon business,

Transvaal President Leaves 
Paris Tomorrow for Ger- 
man Capital. 


FRANCE OFFERS NO HOPE. 


Chamber of Deputies After 
Stormy Session Votes Sym- 
pathy Only. 


ENGLISH PARTY SENT HOME. 


PARIS BUREAU THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Paris, Nov. 29, 
Hope of securing intervention for the 
Boers in Germany has induced President 
Kruger to change his original plans. He 
will go from Paris to Cologne on Saturday 
and from there will go direct to Berlin, by 
way of Magdeburg. He is expected to ar- 
rive in Berlin on Dec. 4and remain there four 
days. 
It is reported in inner circles that the Ger- 
man Emperor has given an intimation that 
he is willing to act as a mediator between the 
Transvaal Republic and England, or, at least, 
to try and effect a satisfactory settlement. 
The action of the Emperor is due, it is as- 
gerted, to the intercession of Queen Wilhel- 
mina of Holland, whose coming marriage 
to a German Prince has given her double 
influence with the Emperor.

In the Chamber of Deputies today M. Denys 
Cochin, the Conservative Deputy from the 
Geine, asked the government if, fn the pres- 
ence of the events recently transpiring in 
the Transvaal Republic and the Orange Free 
State, France has the right to ask for the 
arbitration conferred by article 3 pf the 
treaty signed at The Hague. . 

M. Delcasse, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, replied that government, both in 
the tribune of the Senate and of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, had given precise explana- 
tions of its policy upon the subject—a policy 
which has been approved by both houses 
of Parliament. The government, continued 
M. Delcasse, believed that at the present mo- 
ment, no matter on which side the question 
came up, there was no use in debating a 

question of exterior politics. Such a dis- 
cussion, he earnestly asserted, was not only 
useless, but might be injurious to the best 
interests of France. He would, therefore, 
he said, ask the chamber to adjourn without 
fixing a date for the discussion of the inter- 


pellation. 

M. Cochin protested vehemently against 
adjournment. He declared that the govern- 
ment wanted to prevent the discussion of an 
embarrassing question and was seeking to 
avoid its first responsibilities. Casimir-Per- 
rier, when Premier, he declared, was not 
afraid to reply to a similar interpellation 
when the question of Poland agitated all 


‘ Offers Sympathy to Kruger. 
M. Cochin refused to withdraw his inter- 


pellation, and proposed the following resolu- 


“The Chamber of Deputies, on the occa- 
sion of the visit of President Kruger of the 
Transvaal to France, is happy to address to 
him a sincere expression of respectful sym- 
pathy.” M. Joseph Fourniere, Socialist Dep- 
uty from Aisne and a warm friend of the 
government, in the midst of the tumult occa- 
sioned by M. Cochin's resolution, proposed a 


counter motion to the effect: 


“The Chamber of Deputies, while ex- 
pressing sympathy for the English democra- 
cy, salutes the brave defenders of the South 
African Republics.” — 

The storm of objections to M. Fourniere’s 
motion caused a violent scene. The Deputy 
from Aisne explained that the reason why 
he had proposed his counter resolution was 
Gecause, in his judgment, France should not 
Sven appear to make a manifestation of ill- 
will against England. 

Amidst the great uproar which followed M. 
Fourniere was obliged te withdraw his prop- 
sition. The resolution offered by M. Denys 
Cochin was then adopted unanimously. _ 

Thus the situation for President Kruger, 
@s far as the French government is con- 
cerned, remains just as it was before his 
Visit. M. Delcasse's refusal to act in any 
active way is another proof of the strength 
ef the government, despite the overwhelm- 
ing popular sen nt in favor of the Boers.

Mr. Choate, turning to the subject of the 
day, said that America had many things to be 
thankful for, above all for the happy rela- 
tions in which she stood with all the great 
nations of the world. He had read in the 
press the other day that the United States 
had at last taken their place in the family of 
nations. They had the idea at home that she 
had always been at the family hearth. 


America as a Cinderella. 

He regarded her as a sort of Cinderella 
in that family. During her childhood and 
youth she had perhaps been somewhat ig- 
nored and neglected by her elder: sisters, but 
now they appreciated her merits at their full 
worth. She had found a fairy godmother 
who had advised her to lay aside the homely 
garments in which she was fledged and to 
put on the full panoply of armor to which 
she was entitled.

The report that the Czar was poisoned is 
again revived in Vienna on the strength of a 
St. Petersburg dispatch to the Vioksblat to 
the effect that the Czar is detestéd by the 
Russian aristocracy on account of his peace 
views and his western European sympathies, 
and because the Czarina has made English 
the court language. The Russian nobility, 
according to this account, has long desired 
for the Czar the same fate that overtook 
Czar Paul in 1801. 

No doubt,” the message continues, the 
Czar was dosed with slow poison, against 
which his doctors were powerless, and even 
if it should not prove fatal, the poison may 
permanently affect the Emperor’s intellect, 
rendering a regency necessary.“ The Daily 
Mail’s Vienna special this morning says:

Sunday, but fears are expressed that the 
malaria prevailing in Livadia and Yalta 
may cause a relapse. In consequence of this 
fear the Czar will be moved from Tsarskoe- 
Selo as soon as he is able to bear the fa- 
tigue of the journey.” 


Czar Gains Strength Daily.

LIVADIA, Nov. 29.—The Czar passed a 
good night, and showed an increase in 
strength this morning. The official bulletin 
is as follows: 

“The Czar passed a good day yesterday. 
He slept about an hour. At 9 in the evening 
his temperature was 97.5°, pulse 68. He slept 
well during the night, and felt more cheer- 
ful this morning. His strength is increas- 
ing. At 9 o’clock this morning his tempera- 
ture was 97.2°, pulse 60.”’ 


REPORTS ON CUBAN LAW CODE. 


Secretary of Justice Points Out Many 
Necessary Changes in Pres- 
ent System. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

HAVANA, Nov. 29.—Sefior Gener, Secre- 
tary of Justice, has presented to Governor 
General Wood the report of his department 
for the year ending on June 30,1900. Among 
other things, the report says that the radical 
change of conditions in Cuba caused by the 
abolition of Spanish sovereignty necessitat- 
ed changes in the laws, as these had their 
roots in the existence of Spanish sover- 
eignty in Cuba. The laws which were ex- 
cellent during the former régime became de- 
fective on the cessation of that régime. 

Among the principal changes mentioned 
are the marriage laws, the laws for punish- 
ing the bribery of officials, providing for 
persons turning State’s evidence, permitting 
persons over 23 years of age to marry with- 
out the consent of the parents, and estab- 
lishing correctional courts, and for the pre- 
vention of cruelty to animals. Séfior Gener 
declares that the political régime in Cuba 
cannot avoid making essential judicial re- 
forms, as the laws must be made to har- 
monize with the new order of things. 

The theory that a definite government 
must be established before reforms can be 
made does not hold good, as there was no. 
date fixed for the establishment of such a 
government. Changes were imperative ow- 
ing to the pressing causes brought about by, 
the change in conditions. These changes in 
the laws have not curtailed the initiative 
or absolute prerogative of the future gov- 
ernment. Besides, owing to the non-exist- 
ence of a definite Cuban government to 
which the intervening power could hand 
over the administration of the island, the 
United States are bound to make reforms 
to prevent the country falling into anarchy. 

The closeness of the relations now existing 
between Cuba and the United States are 
likely to become closer, and this will impel 
Cuba to progress in legal matters. To new 
forms of life belong new forms of law.

negotiations with the Chinese envoys. 
“By this intimation Russia once more 
as the friend in need, earns the grati- 
tude of the Chinese envoys,, and postpones 
indefinitely all agreement here. 

„ Russia’s attitude shows how farcical is 
the term ‘concert’ when applied to the 
action of the powers in China. At present 
the Chinese envoys are kept well informed 
of the discussions and disputes in the meet- 
ing of the Ministers. So intimate, indeed, 
are the relations between Li Hung Chang 
and the Russians that there is no reason 
why he should not be invited to attend the 
Ministers’ meetings.

The Viceroy replied that he must bring 
the heads of the reformers Kang Yu Wei 
and Liang as a token of his sincerity. 


Joins Prince Tuan in Rebellion. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 29.—A missionary in the 
Province of Kan Su reports that 10,000 of 
the troops of General Tung Fu Hsiang en- 
tered that province and joined Prince Tuan’s 
rebellion against the Emperor. 
Tung has been obtaining supplies from the 
Viceroy of Sze Chuen.

Professor Burke Aaron Hinsdale, who held 
the chair of science and the art of teaching 
in the University of Michigan, was born at 
Wadsworth, O., on March 31, 1837. He ob- 
tained his early education in the public 
schools, and in 1862 was married to Mary E. 
Turner of Cleveland, O. 

He began his career as an educator by 
teaching in a district school in Ohio, and later 
became President of Hiram College, and 
from 1882 to 1886 was superintendent of the 
Cleveland, O., public schools. Many degrees 
were conferred upon Professor Hinsdale by 
some of the leading colleges and universities 
of the country. 

He was a member of the National Educa- 
tion association, the National Council of 
Education, the Michigan State Teachers’ as- 
sociation, and other organizations. 

He was the author of many works, among 
which are: Schools and Studies,“ “ Presi- 
dent Garfield and Education,“ Old 
Northwest,” “Jesus as a Teacher,” and

TELL OF FIGHT IN PASS 
BETWEEN YAQUI! INDIANS 
MEXICAN SOLDIERS. 
Two Prospectors Captured by the Ta- 
quis Describe Encounters Which 


Took Place Near Tecoripa, in Sonora, 
Mexico. 


El Paso, Tex., Mov. 20.~(Special.}—News 
reached here tonight of a fight between 
Yarqui Indians and Mexican troops in the 
mountains forty miles northwest of Tecoripa, 
Sonora, Mexico, last Sunday. Two pre spectors 
from Soyapo, in the state of Sonora, brought 


the news. They say they were encamped 
with a party of American prospectors north- 


east of Tecoripa last Saturday when they 
were surprised by a company of sixty or 
seventy-five Yaqui warriors. The Indians 
demanded all of the ammunition in the 
party and half of the Americans’ provisions. 
Two refused to give up their ammunition or 
supplies, and were taken prisoners by 
the Indians. The other prospectors yielded. 
Two companies of Mexican infantry were 


| notified and started in pursuit of the Yaquis. 
| The Indians concealed themselves in a pass. 
| When the soldiers were within sixty yards 
| of the foe, the Yaqui chief gave the signal 


and sixteen soldiers, the prospectors think, 
fell dead at the first fire, while many others 
were wounded. | 

For two hours the conflict lasted, and 


| the troops being more in the open were forced 


to retreat. The prospectors think the Yaquis 
killed at least half of the Mexican troops, 
while the Indians themselves did rot seem 
to have sustained any great loss. ' .

period, not of joyful anticipations but of 


immoderate and depleting toil. ; 
When one sees the rows of clerks engaged 
in the ante-Christmas evening trade, some 
flushed with the air of ‘stuffy basements, 
others shrinking from drafts near the 
doors, when one knows that hundreds, yes, 
thousands, of each girls file out of the side 
doors of State street stores between 10 
and 12 e’clock on Christmas eve, to make 
for their homes in various parts of the 
city, when, during the stress of this period, 
one watches the burdens of postal carriers 
and receives the hurried calls late in the 
evening of delivery boys and express men, 
it is impossible not to feel that the exigencies 
of the season are allowed to put an un- 
just and impolitic strain upon certain groups 
of our fellows. In so far, therefore, as 
this can be felieved by seasonableness in 
doing one’s trading it is the part of kind- 
ness and forethought to insure that result. 
There are great classes in the communi- 
ty who can only command their time within 
rigid limits and must, therefore, do their 
shopping, if at all, within these limits. 
Others. however, who can choose, should 
oe it an improper thing to swell the crowd 
counters as the supper hour ap- 
proathes or during the evening. | 
Indeed, there is a strong sentiment among 
many people to the effect that the whole 
matter of evening Christmas tradé—with 
its excessive demands upon: help—should 
be dispensed with.. This would naturally 
involve inconvenience chiefly to wage-earn- 
ing customers who find it difficult to execute 
their purchases by day. It is quite pos- 
sible, however, that in the interest of an 
important branch of the great fraternity of 
workers, working class sentiment may soon 
be quite ready to support this idea. 
In the meantime, let all who can advance 
their Christmas shopping in the hours of 
the day and in the days of the coming month. 


NEW FIELD FOR WHALEBACKS. 

There are two modes of making the 
Mississippi River of greater value for traffic 
purposes than it is now. One of them isthe 
expenditure of large sums by the general 
government for the improvement of naviga- 
tion and for the maintenance of improve 
ments when made. The other mode is the 
introduction by private enterprise of vessels 
which can be used for traffic purposes with- 
‘out the necessity for extensive and costly 
improvement works. The latter mode, if 
feasible, is decidedly the better of the two. 
Government aid n@rer should be invoked 
where private enterprise is competent to do 
the work. | 

Some St. Louis capitalists are endeavor- 
ing to find out whether the whaleback boats, 
which have been a success on the great 
lakes, can be used to advantage for freight 
purposes an the Mississippi. One of these 
boats, having a minimum draft of eight 
feet, has recently made a trial trip to New 
Orleans, It had a cargo of 45,000 bushels of 
wheat and corn and considerable general 
merchandise. Everything went smoothly 
on this first trip and the men who are in- 
terested in the scheme are much encour- 
aged. They &re firm in the faith that by 
using vessels so constructed as to draw little 
water, while carrying large cargoes, the 
great Western river will be as servicéhble 
for ‘traffic purposes as it once was. The 
business-men of New Orleans would like to 
see this happen, and the products of the 
agricultural regions of the West seeking the 
ocean by way of their city. | 

If this St. Louis: experiment stands the 
test of time, and it is found profitable to 
ship Western products via the Mississippi— 
without expending tens of millions of dol- 
lars of public money—more cheaply and 
conveniently than they can be shipped by 
any other route, then the producers and 
consumers of the products in question will 
be gainers: If New Orleans gets a greater 
share of the export trade it will be because 
that city is fairly entitled to it. | 


THE NOVEMBER CORN DEAL. 

The day before the November corn corner 
eame to a practical end the Illinois Grain 
Dealers’ association had a meeting at De- 
eatur and adopted resolutions asking the 
directors of the Board of Trade to pass rules 
putting it ont of the power of one man to 
monopolize the contract grade of any kind 
of grain, thereby “ making it possible for 
him to become a multi-millionaire within a 
short time at the expense of the unfer- 
tunate dealers "—who have sold grain they 
did not have. The board was asked to 
adopt a rule providing that the seller may 
deliver grain of the de lower than the 
contract grade at a price 10 per cent less 
than the tnen prevailing price of the laf- 
ter.. Had there been such a rule it would 
have been impossible to run successfully 
the corner which has just come to an end.

Their profits do 
not exceed $200,000 and the losses appear 
to be so evenly distributed that not one of 
the “unfortunate dealers” has suffered 
Severely.

DRIVING AWAY MANUFACTURES. 
The Iron Age has an article suggested by 
the fact that the real estate men of an un- 
named city are endeavoring to encourage 
the establishment of manufacturing enter- 


prises there. The city in question, says the 


Iron Age, has good transportation facilities, 
can.command abundant supplies of raw ma- 
terials, has a fair climate, and is central to 
a large population. But, notwithstanding 
all these advantages, manufacturing estab- 
lishments there have removed from it to 


other points which have no greater natural 
advantages. The cause which induces these 


manufactories to move away will inevitably 


deter others from coming. 


That cause, the Iron Age says, is “the 


disposition of the city authorities to dally 


with lawlessness: A labor trouble is the 


signal for a general upheaval of the riotous 
element.” 


When such a trouble occurs 
“the arm of authority is palsied and efforts 


to repress disorder are feeble indeed.” This 


is what keeps manufacturers away from a 
place where théy would otherwise be glad 
to put their plants. 6 

The Iron Age says there are a number of 
towns and cities to which its description 
can be fitted. Chicago is not named as one 


of them by the manufacturing paper, but it 


may have had this city in mind. It is a 
notorious fact that the growth of the manu- 
facturing interests of Chicago has been re- 
tarded seriously by the failure of the mu- 
nicipal authorities to suppress disorder 
promptly and maintain the rights of citi- 
zens. In 1894, when Debsism was rampant, 
and in other years, “the favor of the law- 
less element has been sought for political 
reasons and the good of the community ig- 
nored.” | 
Some manufacturing establishments have 


been removed from Chicago in the past be- 


cause of inadequate police protection when 
labor troubles happened. Some manufac- 
turers who would have liked to come here 


have not done so because they believed they 


would not receive protection if they needed 


it. They had read much about the indif- 


ference displayed by the authorities when 


strikers undertook to drive from their work 
the employés of firms which tried to keep at 
work in spite of a strike. 


The city authorities are behaving better 


now than in the past. They have said that 


“this interference with workmen must be 
stopped.” This praiseworthy policy must 


be adhered to for some time to come before 
past failures to maintain the rights of citi- 


zens are forgotten and manufacturers feel 
that they are absolutely safe in 1 Chicago, 


SQUEEZING OUT THE WATER. 
Notice been given that at the annual 
meeting of the National Rice Milling com- 


pany, commonly called the “ rice trust,” an 


effort will be made to reduce the capital 
stock from $5,000,000 to $1,500,000. So far 
as is known there is no opposition to a plan 


the execution of which will put the company 


in a much better position than it is in now, 
with its excessive capitalization. | 
The dangers of overcapitalization are be- 


ginning to be recognized by the men at, the 


head of the great industrial combines which 


have been the chief sinners in this respect. 


The common stock of nearly all these con- 
cerns is quoted at extremely low figures. 
That is to be expected when the prospect of 
its ever paying a ditidend isso poor, ‘The 
preferred stock, which generally represents 


the value of the plants, usually eats up all |. 


the net earnings. This is sure to be the 
case when that stock is cumulative. Even 
when the profits are so large as to make it 
possible to pay a dividend, the directors 
often prefer to use the money in making 
improvements, so that it may be possible to 
earn dividends on preferred stock in 
lean years. 
Thus the common stock has no attractions 
plaything of spec- 
niators. Its existence is a menace to the 
stability of the industrials, for at any mo- 
ment a venturesome financier may buy up 
enough of it to give him the control of the 
Board of Directors. Then, if the company 
has u surplus, he can use it to pay a divi- 


dend on the common stock. Id it has no 
surplus he can borrow money and use it to 
pay a dividend. This will enable him to 
dispose of his stock for much more than he 
paid for it and to step out, leaving a wrecked 
company behind him. 
Occasionally the voting trust” is re- 
sorted to to prevent such an occurrence. A 
majority of the stock is placed in the hands | 
of a few men who can be trusted. Then the 
speculators are unable to get hold of it. A 
better plan is, to reduce the capitalization. 
The directors of one great industrial concern 
have recommended the cancellation of un- 
issued common and preferred stock to the 
amount of $20,000,000. Another industrial 
has reduced its preferred stock considerably 
and has strengthened itself thereby. If the 
common stock of all these combines were 
scaled down 50 per cent the holders of it 
would lose nothing, and if they could get 
dividends on what was left would have made 
a good investment. 
It is certain that so long as the industrials 
are as much overeapitalised as they are 
prudent investors will have little to do with 
them. If the men in charge of these con- 
cerns ‘care to put them on an investment 
basis they will voluntarily squeeze out most 
of the water they contain.

THE SECRET OF LONG LIFE.

The Queen's physician supplements his 
negative doctrine with a positive advocacy 
of the rest cure. He and others of his school 
are now prescribing two or three weeks of 
solitary confinement, spent chiefly in bed, 
for sick or tired men and women. Well 
ones are also advised that such a penance 
faithfully performed once a year would 
solve the whole problem of health and 
longevity. It is the theory of the “ conser- 
vation of energy applied to therapeutics. 
The doctors supplement it with two fa- 
miliar precepts—moderation and system. 
The Queen’s physician is most emphatic in 
his warning that everybody eats too much, 


the table while still hungry. He also advises 
moderation in smoking and drinking. He 
says there is no heed for total abstention, 
but he remarks that no man who drinks a | 
quart of beer daily need expect to have a 
long life. Finally, he calls attention to the 
unquestionable fact that regularity in one’s 
habits of daily life is one of the chief secrets 
of longevity. 

All these features of the English doctor's 
theory are really phases of the original 
proposition for the conservation of the 
bodily energy. Ixrregularity in working, 
eating, drinking, and sleeping uses up en- 
ergy needlessly. So does the overloading 
of the stomach with more food than the body 
needs. The more radical idea of absolute 
rest and no exercise is theoretically correct, 
but it needs to be tempered with a little of 
this doctor’s own doctrine of moderation. 
Carried to its full length this theory would 
lead one to expect that the man who spends 
his whole life in bed and in solitary con- 
finement will live longer than anybody else, 
because he wastes less energy. Every physi- 
cian knows that the reverse is true. Manis 
built for action, and if he ceases all activity 
be soon dies. But the need for physical ex- 
ercise is a relative matter, depending much 
on one’s temperament and habits in youth. 
A few men can thrive on no more exercise 
than they get while walking about their 
offices or clubs, but it does not follow that 
their mode of life will fit all mankind. If 
it were not for their centuries of outdoor 
exercise the English and would not 
be so sturdy as they are. 


THE MARITAL ALLIANCE BUSINESS. 

It is announced from Washington that 
Sefior Cuestas, the new Minister from 
Uruguay, son of the President of that re- 
public, comes to this country not alone to 
represent his own in the diplomatic capacity 
but to secure an American wife. Titled 
foreigners have often married American 
women, but in this case the drdinary prac- 
tice ia reversed. Usually the American 
heiress goes abroad and seeks the husband, 
or, if the titled foreigner comes here for 
that purpose, he does not publicly announce 
his intentions. 

Sefior Cuestas is frank enough t admit 
this was his special purpose in coming to the 
United States, and he as frankly admits 
that he admires all American women, which 
will gtve him a wide field for choice. As 
the United States is a world power, his 
father also desires that the son shall make 
an eligible match here, possibly with the 
view to establish more cordial relations be- 
tween the United States and Uruguay. 

As to Sefior Cuestas’ qualifications for the 
réle of Benedict, they seem to be numer- 
ous and satisfactory. He is both young and 
handsome, and youth and beauty go a long 
ways with eligible young women. He is the 
son of a President and will remain so un- 
less some sudden revolution upsets his 
father. He has plenty of money, as he 
will demonstrate this winter by opening a 
house of his own and entertaining in lavish 
style, and he does not hesitate to declare 
that he is going to enter the Washington 
social swim expressly for the purpose of se- 
curing a bride. 

This is a frank and manly way of coming 
down to business. Those who do not wish 
to risk the possibility of becoming Mme. 
Ouestas of course are at liberty to decline 
the invitations. Those who accept them 
are warned in advance and know what they 
may expect, and as the Sefior admires all 
American women those who do attend will 
be on a common footing. It will be a free 
for all, with the understanding, of course, 
that as he is young, handsome, and wealthy, 
applicants for the position must be young, 
handsome, and wealthy also. 

In making no concealment of his purpose 
Sefior Cuestas has set an excellent fashion, 
and if he shall be successful in capturing a 
young and handsome American heiress it 
will be likely to be adopted generally, and 
advertisements for heiresses will be com- 
mon.

An official report from 
the Department of Licenses and Municipal 
Revenues of Manila shows conclusively that 
the Americans not only have not increased 
the number of drinking places, but have de- 
creased the number of saloons by over 30 
per cent and have increased the license fees 
from 26 to 125 times what they were under 
control. 
At the time of the American occupation 
the law in force required all persons, firms, 
or corporations doing business of any na- 
ture within the municipal radius to have a 
Heense. Lieutenant Harry 8. Bishop, in 
charge of that department, states that prior 
to Jan. 4, 1900 saloons, and in fact all licenses 
to gell Nquor of any class, both wholesale 
and retail, came under the class of general 
business licenses, the fee for which was only 
$3, with a $1 stamp attached. 
Up to June 30, 1899, there had been issued 
since the eablishment of the office, on Sept. 
2 1898; 214 saloon licenses, 14 of which had 
been Canceled, leaving 200 outstanding. 
Jn addition to the above there were one 
brewery and fifteen so-called distilleries. 
From that time up to Feb. 1, 1900, there were 
uud twenty-eight more saloon licenses, of 
which four were canceled, leaving a total 
outstanding of 224 at the last-mentioned date.

GROWTHOF EXPORT MARKET 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—The annual 
report of Secretary Wilson of the Agricultur- 
al department was made public today, The 
Secretary says that important extensions of 
the Weather bureau have been made during 
the year. Much stress is laid upon the con- 
tinued improvement of the forecast serv- 
ice and the value of its warnings. The Bec- 
retary points out that notwithstanding the 
great number of craft plying the Gulf of 
Mexico at the time of the Galveston storm 
the warnings were so timely that there was 
no disaster upon the open waters. Success- 


ful experiments have been made with wire- 


less telegraphy. 
Work Done for Live Stock. 

During the quarantine season of 1899 over 
1,000,000 cattle were moved under the super- 
vision of the bureau from the district in- 
fected with the Southern cattle tick. In 
Texas alone over 357,000 cattle were inspected 
for shipment to other sections. 

The sheep industry has suffered greatly 
from sheep scab, and much time and atten- 
tion has been given to securing its control 
and eradication. Results so far are encour- 
aging. Over 1. 000 sheep were inspected, 
and nearly 627, dipped, under the super- 
vision of the inspectors. 

The work of preparing serum for treating 
hog cholera and swine plague. and experi- 
ments in treatment therewith are continued, 
with results which are encouraging. Over 
1,000,000 doses of black leg vaccine have been 
distributed during the year. Summarized 
reports of 2,000 cattle owners. testify to its 
efficiency. Whereas a loss of 10 to 25 per 
cent of young stock is reported in the dis- 
tricts where black leg prevails, the loss 
where vaccination has been tried has been 
less than one-half of 1 per cent. 

Considerable space is given to the consid- 
eration of tuberculosis, ‘‘ the most prevalent 

and most destructive disease affecting man- 
kind and the domesticated animals.“ 


Dairy Export Encouraged. 

Experimental shipments of dairy products 
are still continued and shipments of butter 
have been extended to Cuba and Porto Rico. 

National legislation on the subject of food 
adulterations is urged as essential to sup- 
plement the work done by the several States. 
Little horse meat seems to be sold in the 
United States, whether under its own name 
or any other. | 

Most satisfactory reports are received from 
California as the result of the entomological 
work in the introduction of the insect which 
fertilizes the Smyrna fig. In one locality 
more than six tong of Smyrna figs have been 
produced. An important parasite has also 
been introduced to prey upon the olive scale. 


Good Use for Foreign Seed. : 
Secretary Wilson cites the introduction of 


wheats from Russia, Hungary, and Austria, |

Under the head of the section of foreign 
markets the report says that the study of 
markets abroad with special reference to ex- 
tending the demands therein for the agri- 
cultural products of the United States has 
been prosecuted with zeal and intelligence. 

Five years ago our total shipments of do- 
mestic merchandise to Asia and Oceanica 
were valued at $43,000,000, of which only 
$9,700,000 were agricultural. In 1900 our ex- 
port trade with the Orient amounted to 
$107,000,000, of which $30,000,000 worth was 
farm produce. 


ROOT’S PLAN FOR THE ARMY. 


House Committee Makes Public War 
Secretary’s Letter on the 
3 Subject. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—The House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs tonight made public 
a letter received from Secretary Root, under 
date of Nov. 28, transmitting a draft of 
a bill prepared by the War department for 
the reorganization of the army. .The let- 
ter says that the army as at present or- 
ganized under the existing law will cease 
to exist on July, 1, 1901, and thereafter will 
consist of a total enlisted stregnth of 29,025 
men. Without further legislation, he says, 
the volunteers now in service must be dis- 
charged on July 1, 1901, and the regular 
army reduced from 65,000 to 29,025 men. 

Continuing, the letter says: In the prep- 
aration ot the present bill the minimum num- 
ber of men is fixed for each organization, 
with a proviso that the President may, in 
his discretion, increase the number of en- 
listed men in any troop, battery, or com- 
pany, provided that the total number of 
enlisted men authorized for the army by Con- 
gress shall not at any time be exceeded. 

“The peace strength of each troop, bat- 
tery, or company is fixed in this bill as now 
authorized by existing law. The number 
of regiments has been increased. by five of 
cavalry, five of infantry, numbers which 
would correspond to five regiments of artil- 
lery, and two battalions of engineers. 

As the increase in the artillery is intend- 
ed for the sea coast defenses, the only in- 
crease of the regular army for field service 
will be ten additional regiments of cavalry 
and infantry and two battalions of engineers. 
Authority is asked in this bill to raise a 
provisional force of natives in the Island 
of Porto Rico and also in the Philippine Is- 


lands.

But this was not as 
salary, but as pension, which, by the by, he 
still continues to enjoy, so that he has made 
no pecuniary sacrifice in surrendering the 
Privy Seal to Lord Salisbury. 

The pension which he draws is one of what 
are known as the first-class ministerial pen- 
sions. Every ex-Cabinet Minister who has 
held a $25,000 per annum ministerial port- 
folio is entitled to one of these first-class 
pensions for the remainder of his days. But 
it is only granted to him upon his official 
declaration that he is so pecuniarily situated 
that he absolutely needs the money in order 
to live. That is to say, he is virtually ob- 
liged to make the application for the pension 
“in forma pauperis.” Should he, after hav- 
ing been accorded one of these pensions, be 
appointed to any paid post in another 
Cabinet his pension: is suspended while he 
remains in office. Lord Cross’ Keepership 
of the Privy Seal did not carry any salary 
with it, and consequently he continued to 
draw his pension throughout his five years’ 
membership of the Unionist Cabinet until 
the time of its reconstruction the other day.

Which Startled Country in 1876 —

Northampton, Mass., Nov. 29.—[S8pecial.}— 
Not till today has been revealed the whole 


ton Bank rerrery of 1876. Robert J. Clapp, 
worth $5,000,000 in honest pursuits, has con- 
fessed that as a youth he helped James Dun- 
lap, Bob Scott, Red Leary, and 

Shing” Draper put through their gigantic 
scheme, that was once the tdik of the world. 

It was he who made the scheme possible. 
It was he who led the bank-breakers through 
Northampton and showed them how the 
ca ler could be caught and how the watch- 
man could be bound and gagged. Today he 
makes a clean breast of it and clears up the 
mygtery of a quarter of a century. He will 
not be punished. 

Scapegrace, outcast, tramp, brakeman, 
roustabout, prospector, Robert 
been. Now he is a millionaire for a change. 
His life has been one long romance. Even 
now he weeps for his bride—an Indian squaw. 
It was she who revealed to him the secret of 
the Pelly River, Alaska, and brought to him 
the knowledge that has given him his gold. 
He owns one of the richest pocket mines 
in all the Klondike. 

Clapp describes how, in Chicago, he met 
James Duniap, one of the principals in the 
bank robber gang. Mr. Clapp says Duniap, 
learning he was from Northampton, his old 
town, offered him a big sum to accompany 
him and a few friends on a business trip to 
Northampton, not telling the object, and 
how he escorted the robbers, showing them 
the bank and the cashier's home. 

Mr. Clapp said a man named Edson orig- 
inated the method of exhausting air from a 
safe by means of an air pump. He placed 
powder at the opening to the safe and it was 
drawn in by the inrushing air. Scott and 
Dunlap went to Northampton to try the 
method. On the night of Jan. 25, 1876, seven 
masked men entered the house of John Whit- 
tlesey, cashier, and seized the seven members 
of the family. Mr. Whittlesey was forced, 
after torture, to reveal the combination to 
the iron box inside the safe. Fe ek 

They got nearly $2,000,000 in money and 
securities, but Edson betrayed them and 
the gang was caught. He said booty 
Was concealed in the schoolhouse. But Mr. 
Clapp clears up the mystery now. 

“The plunder was not concealed in the 
schoolhouse,” said he, “ but taken direct to 
Worcester and then to New York. Part- 
ridge, the bank watchman, was so vigilant 
the gang wanted to kill him and Leary vol-

“The accepted story is that Hdson, not 
being satisfied. with his allotment, turned 
State’s evidence.

“gan, daughter of the most powerful chief in 


dian girl told the secret of the mine on the 
Pelly River. He got $1,000,000 out of it. His 
wife died. The year 1895 found him twenty 
miles from Dawson City. There he fell in 
with Steve Ronsell, a prospector, who had 
struck it rich. The two became friends, and 
Ronsell fell ill. Clapp dragged his friend 
through twenty miles of snow on a rough 
sled and saved his life. Ronsell was grateful, 
and when he died last year he left his friend 
and comrade a princely fortune. He be- 
queathed Clapp mines worth $4.000,000, and 
with his own 000,000 Northampton's 
„ scapecrace now is worth $5,000,000. 

Mr. Clapp has been visiting his old home, 
and will soon start for St. Louis, where he 
has large real estate interests.

Believed Honest Until Successor 
Examined Office — Amount 
May Be Much Greater. 


KEPT FIVE SETS OF BOOKS. 


cinnati was shocked this morning in the 
knowledge that George R. Griffiths, for years 
clerk of the Board of Education, was at the 
time of his death a defaulter to the school 
fund and to the City of Cincinnati in an 
amount probably exceeding 100,000. The 
exact figures are not known, but the examina- 
| tion shows the deficit increasing. The pecu- 
lations had their beginning the first year of 
Griffiths’ election to the clerkship of the 
Board of Education, and continued to the 
closing days of his life. 7 
When Mr. Griffiths died there was not 
to indicate his accounts were not correct. 
His successor, Henry Grautman, as a mat- 
ter of business, started to verify the books. 
He found a discrepancy of $1,500 in his ac- 
counts. He thought this was a clerical error. 
Further investigation, however, showed fur- 
ther discrepancies, and now it is known Mr. 
Griffiths embezzled more than $66,000 of the 
school funds. The exact amount is not 


known, but it will reach $100,000, and may 


exceed that figure by many thousands. 

Practically every source of revenue of the 
Board of Education was lessened by the pecu- 
lations of Griffiths. He not only embezzled 
money from the tax funds, but also from the 
funds which accrue from students not en- 
titled to free tuition, 

Wanner of Concealment. 

To conceal his shortage Griffiths kept five 
duplicate cash books for the use of the public 
and the Auditing and Examining committees 
of the Board of Education. In addition to 
this he had facsimile receipts of those used 
by the various City Treasurers printed. By 
this double system of books he was able at 
all times during his life to defy detection. 

During the last few years of his life Griffiths 
was in poor health, but he allowed nothing 
to prevent his being continually at his office. 
During the last few months he suffered se- 
verely ffom throat trouble. At times he was 
not prevent his ng to office mo 
after morning, even his and 
associates urged him to res 

When his books would not conceal his 
shortages Griffiths resorted to forgery. He 
forged the names of the various City Treas- 
urers repeatedly. 80 far, the following 
known forgeries have been discovered: 


The investigation, according to City Au- 
ditor Paul Miken, shows that almost every 
cent of the tuition fees received since 1893 
are missing and the amount is in the neigh- 
borhood of $100,000 with a rising tendency. 
One private cash book was kept by Griffiths, 
in which the amounts collected were entered 
with absolute verity. Four fraudulent cash 


fit the case of each examination as it might 
arise. Forged receipts for moneys purport- 
ing to have been paid by him into the City 
Treasury were found. 
While at first it was not known what led 
to the peculations of Griffiths, it later de~ 
veloped that he had played the races heavily 
and had dissipated in other ways. He acted 
so quietly, however, that he never aroused 
suspicion. Investigation of his career is 
proceeding as rapidly as possible and it is ex- 
ted that sensational developments will 
out. 
| Men on Griffiths“ Bond. 

The men who have been sureties of the 
bond of Griffiths during his long term of of- 
fice and who will be called upon to make 
good his defalcation are the following, all 
well known in politics and business: William 
Griffiths, Powel Crosley, Mrs. M. H. Griffiths 
(wife of George R. Griffiths), Ellis B. Gregg, 
Frank H. Kirchner, George B. Cox, George 
Moerlein, and Henry Brockman. They will 
not be total losers. Griffiths was the owner 
of property valued at $40,000. There 
is in addition a large line cf life Insurance 
which may or may not be made available 
for indemnification of his sureties. The at- 
torney for the estate, Richard P. Ernst, had
